PROPOSED DECISION

Claimant, URBAN WALTER BOURKE, EXECUIOR OF TH=Z EST&TE OF REINHARD C,
MUELLER, DECEASED, who owred a stock interest in the Cia. Azucarera Vertientes-
Camaguey de Cuba, asserts a claim under Title V of the International Claims
Settlement Act of 1949, as amended, against the Goverrment of Cuba because of

its nationalizaticn of said Company.

which we incorporate herein by refere-ce), we held that the ﬁroperties owned
by the Company were rationalized or otherwisé taken by the Govercment of Cuba
on August 6, 1960, and that this type of claim is compensable to an American
national under the facts and conditions set forth therein. We rneed rnot again
detail here the reasons or the method used in determiring the value per share
of $46.3946.

On the basis of eviderce in the record iﬁ the instant ecase, the Comris-
sion finds that this claimant and his predecessor in interes: come within the
terms of the Haskew decision; that they were American =aiilonals at the requi-
¢ite times; that Reinhard C. Mueller was the owner Qf 230 shares of stock in
the Cia, Azuéarera Vertientes-Camaguey de Cuba since prior to August 6, 1960;
that upon his death URBAN WALTER BOURKE was appdinted Executor of his Estate,
and as residuary legatee, has individually acquired said 250 shares of stock;
and that said URBAN WALTER BOURKE succeeded to and suffered a loss in the

amount of $11,598.65 within the mesning of Title V of the Act. Further,

the Commission finds that the amount of loss gustained shall be increased by
interest thereon at the rate of 6% per annum from August 6, 1960, the date of
loss, to the date on which provisions are made for the settlement thereof.

(See Haskew, supra.)

CERTIFICATION OF T.0SS

The Commission certifies that URBAN WALTER BOURKE suffered a loss, as a
result of actions of the Government of Cuba, within the scope of Title V of
the Internatiorzl Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended, in the amount of
Eleven Thousand Five Hundred Ninety-eight Dollars and Sixty-five Cents

($11,598.65) with interest at 6% per annum from August 6, 1960 to the date of

settlement.

- possible use in future negotiations with the Government of Cuba.
